Near Zboroff, between Nochoft 
and Brzezany, in Galicia, the Russian 
and German guns are hammering the 
opposing lines, and near Smorgon, 
north of the Pripet marshes, the big 
guns, too, are active. Signs of awak-

Fighting With Turks 

Petrograd, July 6.—Russian troops

CARRIED TO STATES 
BY NORSE SAILORS 


Discovery By Federal Authorities 
—Bundle Of Letters Scized 
By Detectives.

NEW YORK, July 6,—Federal au- 
thorities investigating suspected mbth- 
ods of communication between the 
United States and Germany announc- 
ed here today the seizure of a bundle 
of letters, including communications, 
which, arriving from the central pow- 
érs, apparently were intended to reach 
Alexander von Nuber, formerly Aus- 
trial consul general in New York. 
Von Nuber left here after the govern- 
ment investigated charges that he 
shipped reservists to Austria under 
fraudulent passports in 1916, 

How the letters now confiscated 
were to reach von Nuber has not been 
disclosed, nor was his present where- 
abouts announced. The letters were 
brought here by sailors on a Scan- 
dinavian stean@ship and delivered to 
a saloonkeeper in Hoboken, The plan, 
according to the investigators, was 
for the mail to be readdressed, here, 
so that it would appear to be corres- 
poudence from the United States, 

The sailors admitted they were paid 
to smuggle mail past the British cen- 
sors and promised to testify for the 
government if needed. Some of the 
letters were addressed to persons in 
New Zealand, Australia and India,

TORONTO, July 6.—Canada’s food 
controller, Hon, W. J. Hanna, has al- 
ready completed much of the organ- 
ization of his department to deal with 
fixing food prices and to provide large 
quantities of food for export to Great 
Britain and her allies. This after- 
noon Mr. Hanna addressed a largely 
attended meeting of the Women's 
Press club in the Northera Crown 
bank building, which was attended by 
representatives of other women's or- 
sanizations, He reveiwed the worl 
that has already been done and out- 
lined briefly some of the things he 
expects to finish shortly, 

This was the first public address of 
fon, Mr, Hanna since his appointment 
two weeks ago and he intimated that 
it was his intention to give the press 
from time to time information as to 
just how desperate were the needs of 
the allies and of what is being done 
to meet them, because he is satisfied 
that when people realize what the 
situation really Is they will co-operate 


in an endeavor to solve it. 
Situation Desperate 
“The situation is desperate,” he 
said, “It is desperate in this sense, 


that it will have a terrible meaning to 
us and Great Hritain and her allies if 
this situation is not met, It is equal- 
ly important that the people should 
know the facts as they are before it 
is too late to meet them. If they don't 
Know the facts, who will be to blame 
if the people of the allies should go 
hungry, and if the sons of Canada and 


the United States should have to re 
tiros into defeat because Canada did 
not send them bread?" he asked. 


“That is the real position, and it is 
not overstating it. Let the facts be 
known and the people will respond. 

“The reason for the appointment of 
food ‘controllers in Canada and the 
United States are identically the same 
as led to the appointments in Great 
Britain, France and elsewhere, and, 
let me add, are just as urgent,’ con- 
tinued Mr, Hanna, “In short with 
Russia-—the greatest wheat producing 
country in the world—Roumania and 
Bulgaria cut off from the markets of 
Greut Britain, France, Belgium and 
Italy, and with the millions of men 
in these countries engaged at the 
frout or in munitions, Great Britain 
and her allles, always importers, even 
in normal times, must rely on Canada 
und the United States for their bread, 
their beef, their bacon, and the sup- 
ply of these in Canada and the United 
States threatens to be altogether un- 
equal to the demand, 


Wheat Requirements 

“The figures in wheat alone, as they 
are estimated today are: The total re- 
quirements for the allies and neutrals 
of Murope for the year will be 1,106,- 
000,000 bushels, The production of 
Europe for this period is estimated at 
645,000,000 bushels. We must export 
from Canada and the United States to 
meet this shortage 460,000,000 bush- 
els.” 

It would not be difficult for Canada 
and the United States to meet the de- 
mand for 460,000,000 bushels if they 
had the crop they had in 1915. The 
reason for the situation becoming so 
“cute is that the 1914 crop was a rec- 
ord up to that time, The crop of 1915 
was even larger and then the crop of 
1916 Was so small that there was an 
immediate shortage. 

The estimate of what Canada and 
the United States could export, Mr, 
Hanna said, was based on consump- 
Hon, and this was 300,000,000 bushels 


“#8 against 460,000,000 bushels re- 
quired, leaving a clear shortage of 
160,000,000 bushels which must be 
made up. If the crops of India and 
Australia could reach Great Britain 
readily there would be no real diffi- 


culty, However, because of the great 
distance, supplies are unsatisfactory, 


EMimination of Waste, 

Fortunately, said he, there is room 
to make up @ great part of the short- 
“ge in wheat or other goods by means 
to which everyone can contribute, 
‘hese include: 

“The elimination of Veiste in hotels, 
restaurants, public places and in the 
homes of Canada, would work an 
enormous saving. 

“Every man, woman and child in 
Canada and in the United States must 
substitute other foods to gave at least 
one-third to two-fifths of wheat 
which they now consume,”" 

“We, living here in Canada, have 
begun to feel the pinch of war, of 
which those who have been in Europe 
and have returned do not hesitate to 
Speak,” Mr, Hanna continued. KEm- 
phasizing this, he read two letters, one 
from A, J. Hodgson, of Montreal, and 
another from Sir George Bury, vice- 
president of the Canadian Pacific 
Kiallway, 

Sir George Bury recently returned 
from Russia and since his return he 
says he has been giving considerable 
time to the food question, being struck 
by the lavishness and Waste of food 
in Canada compated with European 
belligerent countries, The revolu- 
Mion in Russia, he says, was brought 
about by the food shortage; when 
he was there there were four meatless 
Cuys a week, and the vast majority of 
people were living on black bread, 
cabbage soup and an occasional piece 
of fish.

ON RECRUITING 


“Letting-Up” On Efforts 
1916 Point In 
Dispute. 


EMPHATIC DENIAL; 
FIRM REJOINDERK 


Ex-Minister States Premier 
Listened To Demands 
Of Employers. 


(My Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, July 6.—-After the pro- 
tracted sitting of Thursday winding 
up after five o'clock this morning with 
the division on the second reading of 
the military service act the members 
of the commons were content to put 
in a short day’s labor at the Friday 
sitting. The house adjourned at 6 
o'clock until tomorrow afternoon when 
it will meet for the first time this 
session on Saturday, 

After a few preliminaries the house 
went into committee on the selective 
conscription bill, but no headway was 
made with the adoption of the clauses 
of the measure, because the time was 
largely taken up with statistical and 
other statements relating to the over- 
seas forces of the Dominion, It was 
agreed that when the house meets to- 
morrow, the non-contentious clauses 
of the bill will first receive considera- 
tion, 

Premier Replics 

As soon as the house went into com« 
mittee Sir Robert Borden made a 
somewhat lengthy statement in reply 
to the allegations of Sir Sam Hughes 
that he had suggested a slowing up 
of recruiting during the spring and 
summer of 1916 because of the fear 
Es the makers of munitions and 


manufacturers would be unable to get 
sufficient men to meet the require- 
ments of their industries. The prime 
minister "most emphatically declared 
that he had never said anything to the 
ex-minister of militia or anyone else 
which could be interpreted as meaning 
that he desired a lessening of the ef- 
forts to secure recruits, Nothing more 
had been done than to suggest ghat 
more care might be exercised in re- 
cruiting so that men would not be in-- 
duced to enlist who could better serve 
their country by remaining at home. 
Equally Emphatic 

Sir Sam Hughes, on the other hand, 
was quite as emphatic in declaring 
that both the prime minister and Sir 
Thomas White, mnisiter of finance, 
had listened to the demands of the 
employers of labor and had suggested 
the desirability of diminishing recruit- 
ing efforts, He intimated that as a 
result of these representations there 
had been less energetic action on the 
part of the military authorities, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that it was 
apparent that as a result of a mis- 
understanding between the prime mine 
Ister and the ex-minister of militia, 
recruiting efforts had been lessened. 
He suggested that this might be one 
of the causes which has made it nec- 
essary to introduce the conscription 
bill, 

Never Suggested 

Sir Robert Borden assured the 
house that he had never, on any occa- 
slon, suggested such a thing. Noth- 

ing more had ever been done, he said, 
than to direct recruiting officers to 
direct their efforts toward securing the 
class of men who could be best spared 
from the country. 

This action, he said, was In line with 
the principles of the bill now before 
the house, which aims at giving the 
state the services of those men who 
can be of service to the country by 
remaining at home, 

“Enough Vor England” 

General Hughes said that from time 
to time he had received complaints 
from manufacturers that recruiting 
agents were taking their men, Mr. 

McDougall of the Dominion Steel com- 
pany, had asked that men be not tak- 
en from the mines. He had declined 
to interfere, but had agreed to ask 
recruiting officers not to concentrate 
thelr efforts on anyone industry. Sir 
Sam said he had informed the prime 
minister that German gold was at the 
lbottom of the agitation, and he had 
told the finance minister and the ca- 
binet council on one occasion at least 
that plenty of men were available in 
Canada, General Hughes said he re- 
membered distinctly that on one oc- 
casion the minister of finance had

forces by every means at their dispos- 
al, even to the extent of a general 
strike 

“Tl deeply regret that any person or 
persons should so far diseredit the 
good name of organized labor by such 
statements, which will serve no good 
purpose, and if permitted te go un- 
questioned would have a tendency to 
spread broadcast the inference that 
organized labor was void of any na- 
tional spirit and unwilling to respond 
to a nation’s call at a time when the 
safety of the flag and al! that it stands 
for is in danger,”

Sir Sam said he had replied that 
Canada was not fighting for England, 
but for the allies and humanity, 

He asserted that the prime minis- 
ter had, before he sailed for England 
in March, 1916, suggested that he 
should let up on recruiting as far as 
possible, 


“My Assurance” 

Sir Sam said the only thing he blam- 
ed the premier for was listening to 
the whisperings of these men when 
“he had my assurance that there were 
plenty of men.” 

Sir Robert Borden repeated that he 
had never made any request that re- 
cruiting efforts should be lesséned. He 
had not made the statement to Mr 
Godfrey of Toronto or any other man 
which was attributed to him. Sir 
Robert said he had discussed the 
matter with Mr. Godfrey and he bore 
out his own views as to what was 
said by him (Sir Robert) at the inter- 
view at which Mr, Godfrey was pre- 
sent.

Sir Sam let up on his efforts and 
did not pursue, with the same energy 
he had done before, his policy of re- 
crulting. If there has had been the 
same efforts as there ha:l been before, 
perhaps we would not have had this 
bill today, It seemed beyond dispute 
that this legislation, whica was regret- 
table at the present time from many 
points of view, was partly brought 
about by the misunderstanding which 
took place in the ranks of the govern- 
ment.

Word comes from Fort Chipewyan 
on Athabasca lake that the Great 
Slave Lake cleared of ice on the four- 
teenth of June and that the MacKen- 
aie fleet walting to cross from Fort 
Resolution near the mouth of the 
Slave river, would leaye u few days 
after that date for the first trip down 
the MacKenzie. Both the Hudson's 
Bay and the Northern Transportation 
Co. winter thelr MacKenzie river boats 
at this point and e@gch year they re- 
ceive the freight that now goes in hy 
Peace River and carry it on to the 
posts ulong the river and into the 
Arctic 

This year it will be about the middle 
of July before the return trip from 
Fort MacPherson on the Peel is ended 
and the people from that faraway 
point reach railroad transportation at 
Peace River. They are expected here 
July 20,

Winter’s Fur Catch 

The whole winter's catch of fur in 
the MacKenzie river basin will also be 
brought out on the first trip as far as 
Fort Smith on the Slave river, where it 
bas to be transported across the port- 
age at that point, from there several 
trips are required to handle it as far 
as the Chutes on the Peace, here it 
is again portaged, then brought by 
Loat to the end of steel at Peace River 

On the decks of the steamers there 
are usually people who have not seen 
the outside for so long as a quarter of 
a century.

The ®t, John Ambulance working 
committee received from Mra, A. N. 
Mouat, convenor of “the special sock 
week’ in April, the sum of $8,966.45. 
This money Was generously contribut- 
od by the citizens of Edmonton to 
give hand-knit soeks and coneforts to 
Northern Alberta men in France, The 
committee spent every cent of the 
money at local stores and all parcels 
were sent to privates, All the money 
collected, and mueh mer has been 
used, as this statement shows; 6 

April Ist to June 30th, 5,689 pairs 
of socks were sent to individual men 
at the front, and personal letters were 
sent with every parcel, 

Wool purchased from March 
15th to June 80th, 3,034 Ibs,

Tt is quite the proper thing for a 
mother to bring her 4-year-old child 
to have a “look over’ at the’ hands 
of her dentist for information if for 
nothing elet. Then the twenty de- 
ciduoug teeth are all in position and 
if any of them have small cavities 
even they should be filled for the 
twofold purpose of preventing pain 
and also that those “bone-developers” 
may be kept until the natural time 
for their little roots to absorb away 
caused by the steady pressure un ler 
them of the crowns of their per na 
nent successors, 

To these enas, visits should be nade 
at least every six months and the 
mother would be sure, If the first visi: 
had been made at the age given, to 
be advised by the conscientious den- 
tist concerning that all important 
tooth, the permanent six-year noolar. 
This tooth of all is the one about 
which most mistakes are mtde, it be- 
ing just to the rear of the backmost 
deciduous tootn and on that account 
is thought also to belong to tha: set 
it being generally the first permanvynt 
tooth to erupt. It is bad to ullow 
even the “baby”? teeth to decay, but 
in these days of sanitary education 
and “conservation” and multiplicity of 
dentists, it is for a parent once in- 
formed of the importance of 
tooth, cruel and unjust, to allow it to 
decay untll “pulp- exposure” cither 
compels {ts removal or puts the den- 
tist under the necessity of performing 
& somewhat risky operation to con- 
serve {t. This operation usually re- 
quires several sittings, but even if 
successfully performed the orguu its 
by no means ae likely to be retaine 
permanently aa {f it had been atts, |- 
ed to earlier, 

These visits should be repeated reg- 
ularly thereafter at periods varying 
with individual cases, Generally 
speaking, while deciduous (or “baby") 
teeth are still in place, belng up to 
the age of 12 or 14, it is wall to make 
these visits at least every six m,:ntns 
After all the deciduous teeth are ou: 
(speaking genefally again) visits one’ 
a year will suffice to prevent pulp 
exposures at least. This frequency 
should be maintained to the age of 25 
Then for a period of twenty or twen- 
ty-flve years in the average healthy 
male adult, a period of comparative 
immunity to caries (or decay) follows,

A good many people in Edmon- 
ton can testify to their sorrow that 
the time to pay one’s debts is 
when he has the money. Canada 
is now being flooded with ‘‘war 
money’’ as Edmonton was flood- 
ed a few years ago with money for 
speculation in real estate, And 
Canada is piling up a war debt, 
just as Edmonton — speculators 
piled up future payments on real 
estate.

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Premier Borden Explains 


The Military Service 8:4] 


On the introduction of the Military 
Service bill on June ith Premier 
Borden gave the following explana- 
tion regarding it. 

From Hansard report: 

Voluntary Enlistment. 

As to Canada’s determination, there 
was never one moment's doubt. Our 
nation was united in a common pur- 
pose, Men of all parties expressed 4 
most resolute and vehement deter- 
mination to carry the war! to victory 
and to an abiding peace, It was realiz- 
ed by all that the future of civilization 
and democracy was at stake. 

Within six weeks after tho war 
broke out, 33,000 men, fully armed, 
well trained, and thoroughly equipped, 
were ready to aepart from our shores. 
That force was increased by 80,000 
men on the 7th day of November, 
1914; it was increased to 160,000 in all 
on the 8th day of July, 1916, and to 
250,000 on the 30th day of October, 
1915, 

In 1916-and also in 1916, many dele- 
gates from alli parts of the country 
came to Ottawa and waited upon the 
government for the purpose of urging 
compulsory military service. They em- 
phasized with very graat force the 
disadvantage of a voluntary system 
and the need of more men, I realized 
then and | explained to thenr possible 
difficulties, some of which I communi- 
cated privately to the leading mem- 
bers of these various delegations.

The Half Million Men, 


On the first day of January, 1916 
I issued a message to the Canadian 
people in which IL announced that 
Canada's authorized forces would be 
increased to 500,000 men, In that 
message IT used these words: 

By the greatness of the need our 
future efforts must be measured.

And whereas to maintain and 
Support the Canadian Expeditionary 
Force now engaged in ective service 
overseas for the defense and secur 
ity of Canada, the preservation o 
the Emptre and of human liberty, 
is necessary to provide reinforce 
nents for such Expeditionary 
Force; 

And whereas enoug) men do not 
volunteer to provide such reinforce- 
ments; 

And whereas, by reason of the 
large number of men who have al 
ready left agricultural and indus 
trial pursuits in Canada to Join such 
Expeditionary Force as volunteers 
and of the necessity of sustaining 
under such conditions the produc- 
tivity of the Dominion, it is expedi- 
ent to secure the men still required 
not by ballot as provided in the 
Militia Act, but by selective draft. 


Limit is 100,000, 

The first provision to which T ask 
the attention of the House is section 
18, sub-section 4, of the Bill, which 
provides that the reinforcements to be 
ralsed under this Bill shall not ex- 
ceed 100,000 men, between the ages 
of 20 and 45, 


Selective Conscription, 

Tt may be asked: Why is this law 
necessary if such provision already 
exists in the Militia Act? The answer 
is very simple. We have sent 326,000 
men overseas in the Canadian Expe- 
litionary Force besides those who 
have gone to serve In the Aliled Arm- 
les. The Militia Act provides that the 
selection shall be by ballot and in no 
other way. The Government is con- 
vinced that such a method of selectior 
would be unwise, and even disastrous 
under present conditions and having 
regard to the number of men required. 
We propose not to change or enlarge 
the compulsory principle, but ngerely 
to provide that selection shall not be 
made by ballot, that is, by blind 
chance, We are convinced that the 
selection should be based upon an in- 
telligent consideration of the country’s 
needs and conditions, We must take 
into account the necessitios of agricul- 
ture, of commerce, and of industry 
Those who in thelr present occupa 
tions are rendering better service to 
the state than by enrolment in the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force must 
not be selected for military service, 
There is need for men at the front; 
there is also need for men at home 
The nation’s activities essential for 
winning the war must be maintained, 
Thus, the only new feature proposed 
is in the method of selection, The 
compulsory clauses In this Bill are 
precisely of the same character, and 
based upon the same principles, as 
those which have been in force in this 
country since 1868 

Exemptions, 

T come now to a very important see- 
tion, that which concerns exengption 
I do not think it is necessary that I 
should read the whole section; the 
Bill will shortly be before the mem- 
bers of the House.

AMSTERDAM RIOTS 
BRING DEATH TO 5; 
TROOPS IN CONTROL 


—Hoodlums Sack Many 
Stores 


The Hague, July 5, via London, July 
6.—The Amsterdam rioting which be- 
san with the pillaging of potatoes by 
women, fathers of families and others, 
has passed through all the usual stages 
of political discontent and local labor 
unrest and tg finally pure hooliganism 
This latter stage is accompanied by 
pillaging of shops not containing food- 
stuffs, which has caused the most ser- 
ious uneasiness and resulted in the 
dispatch of troops to Amsterdam, ac- 
companied by machine guns, Five, 
and according to one report, seven, 
persons met their deaths by rifle fire 
in charges of mounted police and 
cavalry, while a considerable number 
were more or less severely injured, 

Except during the disturbances in 
Rotterdam there did not appear to 
have been any specifically antl-English 
feeling, least of all at Amsterdam. 
Generally speaking the Dutch popula- 
tion is no wise pro-German; on the 
whole, they are certainly pro-Entente, 
if not actually pro-English,

| Today We Celebrate | 


Hanging of Lincoln's Assassins, 

On July 7, 1865, Mrs. Mary IS. Sur- 
ratt, Lewis Payne, David 1, Harold 
and George A. Atzerodt, who, with 
John Wilkes Booth, had conspired to 
kill Abraham Lincoln and his secre- 
tary of state, William H. Seward, 
Booth, as is well known, was shot to 
death in the batn from which he 
made hia fight after his flight from 
Washington, when his murderous at- 
tempt upon the great president's life 
had succeeded, The four other con- 
spirators were roynded up within a 
short time and placed on trial. There 
were more persons implicated in the 
conspiracy than just these four, par- 
ticularly John H. Surratt, son of the 
woman who was tried and convicted, 
‘The son, however, escaped the gallows. 
A very interesting story was told some 
time ago by Lieut. Col. Christian 
Rath, concerning the hanging of 
those convicted. He had charge of the 
hanging. 
oath not to tell what he knew of the 
Lincoln conspirators and 
oath for forty-six years. He was re- 
lieved of his oath several years ago. 
According to Rath, the march to 
gallows was headed by Mrs. Surratt, 
walking between two  prieste She 
Was dressed in black gnd_ heavily 
velled, The priests carried crosses in 
their hands and were reading the ser- 
vice for the dead. Four soldiers fol- 
lowed her. Behind them came Atze- 
rodt, wuarded by soldiers and accom- 
panied by a Lutheran priest. He had 
chains upon his ankles and these 
clanked as he walked unsteadily to- 
ward the sca@fold. Then followed 
Herold, Booth's attendant on the night 
of his flight. He was a mere boy and 
is said to have cringed like a coward. 
Last came Payne, who was absolutely 
fearless. Lt. Col. Rath, telling his 
own story of the further proceedings, 
says: “When the nooses had been 


adjusted and caps pulled over their = 


heads, T watted for some time before 
giving the signal for knocking the 
posts from under the drop.” Col. Rath 
hoped that a pardon or reprieve might 
come for Mrs. Surratt. But 
came and at a given signal the drops 
fell and the four bodies shot down fin 
tinison.

PROUD POLICE 
BOYS MARCH 
IN FIFTH AVE. 


2000 Volunteers in New York Are 
Reviewed by Commission- 
er Woods 


New York, July 6.—New York for 
the first time saw its boy policemen 
on parade yesterday. Close to 2,000 of 
them in olive drab uniform of the 
Junior Police marched down Fifth 
Avenue and were reviewed at Madison 
Square by Commissioner Woods. 
Ranging anywhere in age from 1] to 
16 years, almost every boy had his 
mother, father, or some other member 
of the family in the crowd to feel 
proud of him, 

To many spectators along the line of 
march, the Junior Police was some- 
thing unknown until tney saw them on 
parade yesterday. Many questions 
could ‘be heard as to who they were 
and what they were fur, and some 
even had the impression that the 
“juniors” assisted the regular police- 
men in running down law breakers 
und making arrests. 

For the benefit of the uninitiated, 
the commilttee in charge of the purade 
distributed a lot of literature along the 
line of march with information as to 
the exact functions of the junior police. 
In these pamphlets the public wag in- 
formed that one of the activities of the 
junior police was to practice in their 
dally lives eafety regulations which 
should be known to every boy in every 
family. 

The Junior Policeman never jumps 
off a moving car and knows that he 
must get on with the right hand and 
left foot, and get off with the lett 
hand and right foot. He always keeps 
a wary eye out for traffic. He does not 
engage in street fights, or build fires, 
or play on the fire-escupes and unpro- 
tected roofs, He is also instructed to 
regard the policeman as ils best friend 
and one whom he helps In every way 
he can, If the boy knows that the law 
{eg being violated in his particular pre- 
cinct, he ai taught to regard it his duty 
to report that violation to the nearest 
policeman, He also tries to keep paper 
and refuse off the street, thereby help- 
ing to keep the city clean, All these 
things the junior policeman not only 
knows but he also teaches and tries to 
impress the necessity of them on 
others, 

There are actually about 4,000 boys 
organized in the junior force. Only 
half of them were on parade yesterday 
because the others have not yet been 
obupplied with uniforms, The geogra- 


phical unit of organization is the 
police precinct, of whieh there are

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Edmonton Boy Sends Graphic Story 


Of the Blowing Up of Hill 


Sergeant C. Cormick of Signalling Corps, Who Enlisted With Sports- 
men’s Battalion, Heard Explosion While at Base Many Miles 
From Front—-Hill Was Shattered Into Fine Dust—Huns Aghast 


at Fury of Fire. 


Sergeant C. Cormick, son of A. Cor- 
mick, of 10816 98rd &treet, writing 
to his father from Fritnce, sends a 
very interesting account of the blow- 
ing up of Hill 60, one of ‘the great 
feats of British arms on the western 
front this year. Sgt. Cormick, who 
was formerly in the employ of the C, 
P.R, telegraphs, enlisted with the 
Sportsmen's Battalion and was later 
transferred to the signalling corps, 

The account which he sends of the 


great feat was written by W. Beach 
Thomas, a British war correspond- 


ent, It is as follows: 

This morning General Plummer's 
Army, which for nearly two years has 
fought a fine stone-wall battle, took 
in hand is biggest and boldest attack 
of this war. IL come back from the 
sight of it, dazed and battered by the 
fury of engines of war, new and ter- 
rible, and grouped in untold mass. 

It will remain «a miracle how hu- 
man beings in the midst of the storm 
kept sense or courage enough to move 
their limbs a& they wished, much less 
to carry through complicated tactics 
in a turmoil, where no man could 
hear an order, recognise landscape 
signs, and sometimes scarcely catch 
sight either of his neighbor or his 
enemy. 

I have seen several of the heaviest 
bombardments ever conceived by 
scientific imagination, wut none of 
them has approached this in volume 
or variety or terror, and one moment 
in it will live for ever in the minds of 

Il who were within range as a spec- 
acular miracle of ‘the world. 

An hour before dawn, as we stood 
looking over the dim valley where the 
black tree-tops looked like rocks in a 
calm sea, we saw what might have 
been doors thrown open in front of a 
number of colossal blast furnaces. 
They appeared tn pairs, in threes, and 
in successive singles, 

With each blast the earth 
and shivered beneath our feet. “It is 
worse than an earthquake,” said 
someone who had known one of the 
worst. Thunder-clouds of smoke 
rose in solid form to immense heights 
from Hill 60, from Wytschaete Wood, 
and from other places, and while our 
eyes were full of the spectacle a thous- 
and guns opened. Was ever such a 
signal? From such an upheaval the 
air shook as the earth shook, and 
where the earth and the air met in- 
wens explosions set the world on 

re, 


shook 


Cosmic Revolution, 

Can ever our own men endure it? 
was my thought. I will not attempt 
to describe those two hours of tumult 
accompanying as sweet and delicate 
a dawn as ever June nursed, We 
seemed to be part 'of some cosmic re- 
Volution. Facts, figures, pictures, ex- 
periences, words, sentiments, all to- 
gether cannot tell a tenth of the bat- 
Ue that broke this summer morning 
after ten days of accelerated momen- 
um, ploughed and harrowed by the 
war quite vanish and assume gro- 
esque shapes. Hill 60, the scene of 
the cruellest fights in 1915, went up 
'n fine dust, and a million and more 
90unds of aminol, of which a pound 
vould be enough to destroy the Man- 
iion House, went off in many mines. 

Three weeks ago I watched from 
close quarters the German lines lead- 
(ng to the picturesque ruins of Mes- 
sines, where our cavalry fought in 
September, 1914, 

Today Messines was a bare scoop, 
and the German soldiers holding it 
were half-siarved for want of food, 
that could not be carried through our 
cing of fire for five days preceding 
the battle, ’ 

Verdun, the Somme, Arras never 
saw such a mutual fire, and such com- 
plicated devilry of war. ‘Tanks” like 
obscene monsters squirmed forward 
In numbers, Our aeroplanes, which 
had wrecked over this field of battle 
forty-four enemy planes since June 
1, swarmed like rooks. The weight 
and the mass of the onset defied and 
even despised concealment. 

You might as well try to hide Lon- 
don as the prefaration for a modern 
attack, The Germans knew and must 
almost the exact limits 
of our onslaught, How should they 
not? Behind the lines exist a series 
of Clapham Junctions with broad 
gauges and narrow gauges, all as busy 
as a London terminus before a foot- 
ball final, 

Enemy Prepared. 

The accumulation of batteries made 
themselves heard day after day with 
unmistakable intention, All trenches, 
al) wires were crumpled with the vari- 
ous types of shell. Raids and practice 
barrages had punctured and swept 
the whole field of battle. The enemy 
probably knew more or less how and 
when he was to be attacked. We 
knew he knew, and he knew we knew 
he knew, 

The battle was as open a challenge 
as ever man fought In the lists. The 
Germans had amassed an equal effort. 
He had been specially equipped with 
light machine-guns and bombs load- 
ed with deadly gas. He had penetrat- 
ed his hills and forts with tunnels and 
caves, sometimes 200 men to a cave, 
Iie had cloaked a thousand guns be- 
hind the ridge, where he had held the 
master position for two years and a

half, He had said almost in so many 
words and in the language of con- 
tinually-increasing batteries: “Attack 
us if you dare,” and he knew that 
never in history had an army of al- 
most equal strength to its enemy pre- 
sumed to attack the other when en- 
sconced in an indestructible fortress, 
Yet this we dared, and with a new ci- 
villian army. 


The attack stretched from the Ob- 
servatory ridge, famous in the annals 
of Ypres, through Saint-Flol, Hill 64, 
Wytschaete, the Petit Bois, Plugstreet 
Wood, and a score of famous places, 
in all a ten-mile stretch over the aren 
where the German line sags in a great 
bend between the jutting headlands of 
Ypres and Armentieres. 


Here the German has the advantage 
of all the ridges, and = his trenches 
make a delta of innumerable channels 
miles deep. An advance of two hun- 
dred yards meant crossing half a doz- 
en trenches, and behind the ridges 
lay hid more guns than an enemy ever 
before collected, 


He was dropping gas shells Into the 
valley on our right and high-velocity 
shells overhead before our bombard- 
ment began, But when that moment 
came, all sense of the enemy's doings 
was wiped out, except for his groups 
of S.O.8, signals, and the medleys of 
lights and the wink of his sky-high 
shrapnel and the black cloudlets that 
pursued our airmen. 

A bombing party of our planes, each 
showing a tiny light that winked 
across the sky, came back over us be- 
fore the battle opened, and others, by 
fours and sixes at a time, raced ecast- 
wards while it was dark. Our bal- 
loons went up in twos and threes in 
the twilight, and as soon as the ob- 
servers could see they added their 
quota to the nightmare of strangeness 
by emitting curious signals which gave 
the effect of a balloon being on fire. 
Once I heard the machine-guns aloft 
and once the tinkle of gas alarms be- 
low us. Some inflammatory shells 
burnt red on the ground into fantas- 
tic shapes like red dragons. 

Some of the attacking troops used 
smoke barrages, Some preferred a 
clear field, and the Germans protect- 
ed their guns by smoke screens, Soon 
the valley filled up to the brim with 
smoke and mist until explosives firé 
shells were the only thing yisible, 

No one could see the crown of the 
battle. Our infantry, English, Scotch, 
and Irish, and Overseas, were walking 
calmly up to the thunder and lightn- 
ing of their own shells and daring 
more terror to the sense than human 
tissue has endured in history, I must 
postpone to a later telegram any ac- 
count of how they fared after the first 
triumphant rush’ over 
first system, 

Prisoners were trooping back as I 
left our part of the front, though the 
battle Was less than two hours old, 
The men said that the suddenness and 
fury of our fire left them aghast. They 
could only surrender as quickly as 
might be and hope to get out alive, 
Some of these troops against us are 
said to have recently come from the 
Russian front, and we were pitted 
against some of the pick of the £ 
varian and Prussian troops with 
Serves heavily massed behind them, 


Success Complete. 


All we went for was taken, 

The Battle of the Messines Ridge, 
as the sequel to the Battle of the 
Vimy Ridge, will be almost the great- 
est battle in our history if we keep 
what we have won. 

At the moment that I write, our 
skied observers see German divisions 
in mass gathering for attack. But 
whatever may happen in the future 
it remains that we took what we 
meant to take, exactly as we meant to 
take it, and at the precise minute 
when we meant to take it. 

When the Anzac troops went to 
storm the crown of this famous ridge 
the enemy stopped them not at all. 
All they waited for was the advance 
of their own barrage, and some of the 
niore ardent spirits would not wait 
for this, but dodged forward among 
thelr own shells, and while still among 
them sent up hilarious rockets, an- 
nouncing their arrival. While some 
were digging with gusto and skill on 
the back of the ridge, others pushed 
well down the slope, where at this 
moment their adventure is in full 
career, 

Seldom was a 


the enemy's 


great victory more 
cheaply wo than the capture of Mes- 
sines, It yielded us ay many prisoners 
as casualties. Personally, after watch- 
ing the bombardment and writing of 
it, I was able to go forward and meet 
both prisoners and wounded walking 
back from Messines. Both told the 
same tale of the course of the battle 
from the enemy's side. It is clear 
that the Bavarians were instructed to 
relieve the Saxons on Wednesday 
night, “They found it diMeult to get 
through our fire, so the relief went 
slowly, and one company alone of 200 


men lost 50 on the way up. At the 
moment of our attack some Saxons 
were still left unrelieved and they 


found them sparsely mixed with 


the 
Bavarians, 


“Irresistible,” 


In the only group of prisoners I 
talked with a very fresh young Bavar- 


fan machine-gunner smiled sardonic- 
ally when asked about our shell fire. 
“It was irresistible, There was nothing 
to do but surrender,” he said, and he 
accounted for his own obvious fresh- 
ness for one etraight from Hades by 
saying that he had reached the trench 
only an hour before we attacked, His 
view was that the Germans knew all 
there was to know about our offen- 
sive, except the day and the hour, 
which apparently surprised them, The 
other surprise lay in its precision and 
thoroughness, 

A splendid’ young Cheshire boy, 
wounded in the face by a sniper's bul- 
let after reaching the top of the 
ridge, said he saw only one German 
machine jzun in action during the 
whole of ‘he advance and only one bit 
of trench not knocked about, This was 
in the support lines and it was very 
heavily garrisoned, 

I cannot as yet give any accurate 
estimate of the number of prisoners 
except to say that they are In thous- 
ands, but I can, 1 think, say certainly 
that the number of German killed is 
very large as compared, for example, 
with the relation of killed to wounded 
in the Arras battle, “All the Germans 
ran either one way or the other,” said 
one soldier, “and those who ran the 
other way suffered heavily from the 
rifle and shell fire.’ 

Wherever there was a check the 
“tanks,” which did well everywhere 
came to the rescue and behaved in 
their usual breezy: manner, I read one 
“tank” officer's telegram as it came 
in, It ran In this form; “Ditched in 
second German line till 4.80 a.m., 
when we got out and went to the help 
of No, 6,741.—Jones.” Afterwards, o1 
returning, one of this pair of “tanks" 
claims the capture of a fleld gun, the 
first booty of euch a sort to a “tank.” 

Messines Ridge is so notorious ane 
has so overlooked us for so long and 
won such a name for in.pregnability 
that the battie will go by its name 
But at least as remrakable a part_of 
the victory, if all continues to go well, 
is that we ntust no longer speak of the 
Ypres salient. Ypres is no longer a 
salient, The northern attack, moving 
from Observatory Rridge, where the 
Canadians suffered greatly last June 
went as well as the southern, 

Seldom in history have gunners s¢ 
exposed themselves in an unfavorable 
position as the batteries who helped to 
win at this point. The drum fire of the 
fleld batteries near Ypres was one of 
the master sounds and influences of 
the early morning battle. 

The immedate success of the nort! 
and south wings of the attack left thr 
Germans in the Wytschaete netghbor- 
hood In trouble in spite of the strengt! 
of their position , which included the 
slope of the Steenbech Valley, invisi- 
ble to our observers, 

The battle is in a fair way to wi: 
from the enemy the master positions 
which he was able to take and hold at 
the begining of the war. Now while we 
hold Vimy and Messines we shall con- 
tinue to look down on the enemy, and 
the whole position Is reversed. We 
have taken a. dominant. fortress witb 
amltzingly slight loss, The attack here 
even on the judgment of the casuaity 
list, was too good for the defense at 
its strongest. What exactly is the sec- 
ret of this paradox I might not say if 
I knew, but certainly a greater part of 
the secret was just thoroughness, 

I went through some of our jump- 
ing-off pogitions before the day of the 
attack, and never did I see such strong 
and well revetted trenches (revetting 
is the toughening of the walls by tim- 
ber on concrete), and some of the dug 
outs, a virtue seen almost for the first 
time in the war, were better than the 
best of the German , and that in any 
question of drudgery, is to say much. 
The railway arrangements, the signal- 
ling arrangements, rehearsals, instruc- 
tions, rifle training, even such smaller 
details as homer pigeon training, or 
shall I say fitting the artillery horses 
with gas masks, showed similar thor- 
oughness. Our army is a great deal 
better today than it has ever been. 

In the air, on the ground, and un- 
der the ground fighting continues 
but it is now on the eastern not the 
western slope of the ridge, and car- 
dinal victory was won in the hour and 
a half between 3 and 4.30 this morn- 
ing. The thunderstorm which preceded 
the battle and was so general that one 
could often not dissever the gun flas! 
from’ the lightning, and the earth an 
sky seemed sometimes  interchange- 
able, has been dissipated though it 
remains intensely hot. 


Only One Check 
Night. 

All fresh news of the battle enhan- 
ces its completeness. The only single 
spot in the whole of the ten miles’ 
front where we have been checked is 
the corner of Battle Wood. 

Vighting was very furious for what 
is known as the White Chateau. But 
our men refused to recognize its 
strength and forced their way through 
in spite of odds, The many little 
woods, especially round Wytschaete, 
were strongly fortified, notably Radius 
Wood, where some of the concrete 
dug-outs were capable of holding a 
company, 

German captives show real humilla- 
tion at the ease of our conquest and 
the poor fight of their men. One offic- 
er, among others who had less speci- 
ous reasons, attributed it chiefly to the 
almost uncanny accuracy of our fire 
against the German batteries, a suc- 
cess that was shared between our air- 
men and our gunners. It {is not too 
much to say that our airmen were 
never quite so popular among the 
staffs as they are today,

dropped like a stone, 

“It was just retribution, The un- 
written laws of this marvellous game 
prescribe that no honorable fighter at- 
tacks an enemy in flames. Such an 
enemy is out of the fight and has 
trouble enough for a brave man, The 
German who dived for our burning 
machine knew he was doing an un- 
chivalrous thing and it may be that 
that knowledge unnerved him so that 
he paid the penalty. 

“ptrangely enough our burning 
aeroplane got home. IT have seen the 
wreckage with the reserve petre!] tank 
on the roof bearing two bullet holes on 
one side and great ragged teurs on the 


other where the bullets passed out. 
The whole tank is scorched and 
crumpled, The flames had burned 


away the whole central span of the 
upper plane. The thick rear main 
spar was charred and burned through 
and two ribs were completely severed 
and hung with loose blackened ends, 
OE like a great blazing meteor, it 
Cfossed our lines and came to earth, 
not indeed at its own home, but safe 
and friendly ground; and as another 
airman said to me in admiration, ‘He 
tmaade a perfectly topping landing.’ 

“Meanwhile, the wonderful fight was 
drawing to a close, The British pilot, 
Lieutenant D., emptied a belt from his 
machine-gun into an enemy when so 
close that his wings almost brushed 
the other's rudder; and the enemy 
turned turtla clear over on his back, 
and, spurting out a thick column of 
black smoke, went down. 

“Some of the enemy were already 
drawing off, but our men were in no 
mood to let them go, It is harder to 
get out of a losing fight than it is to 
begin it, and before the enemy mob 
could disentangle itself from the battle 
two more of their machines had gone 
to earth—one, his third Tn the fight, 
falling to Lieutenant C., and one tu 
Lieutenant E, 


Lords of the Air Come Home 


“Then the last four of our machines, 
still lords of the air, came home. 

“T have seen three of the machines, 
counted their bullets, fingered the cut 
wires, and seen the dents on spar and 
propeller blade; but what, I think, has 
amazed me most was the fact that yes- 
terday morning four of the aeroplanes, 
with the same pilajs and observers, 
lad been out again. One had brought 
home with him some brand new scars 
from: an anti-aircraft. gun. 

“The fame of the battle, of course, 
has spread, and the heroes have been 
flooded with congratulations, But for 
their own part they take it all as a bit 
of their day's work, and it has nor in- 
terrupted the rhythmical routine and 
discipline of the aerodrome. 

“There is good ground for believing 
that the nemy fleet which was 
smashed up was what is known as 
‘Von Buelow’s circus,’ There are two 
of these ‘circuses’ in the German Ar- 
my, one commanded by Captain Bar- 
on von Richthofen and the other by 
Von Buelow, each comprising from 24 
to 30 machines (or that number take 
the air together), which travel from 
Cerman aerodrome to aerodrome, 
staying, perhaps, a week at each, for 
the purpose of making spectacular 
flights and instilling courage into the 
local flying men and impressing the 
infantry on the spot. One doubts if 
Saturday's performance can have done 
much to brace up German courage, 
and what one would like to know is 
what the Germans say when they get 
home from such a battlefield. 

“The German airman nowadays in 
these parts rarely tries to fight unless 
he has odds of four to one or so in his 
favor. The other day he sent up 12 
machines to attack one of ours above 
one of his aerodromes, Our man got 
one of the 12, and then came safely 
home, Again and again, far out over 
his territory, we fight him with three 
machines to 10 or a dozen, and hardly 
ever does he cross our lines, except as

on one of our observation aeroplanes 
as it wheels above the battlefield be-
